The  slum  clearance  programme  proceeded  steadily  throughout  the 
year  and  conformed  to  the  envisaged  10  years  programme  started  in  1955*  The  Council 
house  building  programme  which  speeded  up  in  1965  has  releived  the  nore  urgent 
waiting  list.  The  mortgage  scheme  which  the  Council  operated  enabled  many  people 
to  resolve  their  housing  needs,  while  the  appldijatibiiQ  for  -  inpmvecrent  grants, 
increased  in  comparison  with  the  previous  year. 

10tyu  meat  inspection  was  maintained. 

Mr.  bturtridge  has  completed  his  first  year  as  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  since  Mr.  i»atts  retired  in  becember,  1 964.  The  consequent 
changes  in  organisation  of  the  Health  department  have  proceeded  smoothly. 

I  wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  in  other  departments  for  their 
cooperation  and  most  especially  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  bepartment 
for  their  unfailing  support. 

I  should  also  like  to  thank  the  Public  Health  Committee  for 
their  courtesy  and  interest  at  all  tines.

The  St.xHistell  Urban  district  comprises  the  town  of  St.^ustell 
which  is  surrounded  by  a  belt  of  open  country  in  which,  near  the  boundries,  are 
situated  smaller  communities  viz:  Bugle,  Penwithick,  St.Blazey  and  Tywardreath 
circling  from  inland  towards  the  sea,  while  along  the  coast  from  Par  to  Mevagissey 
there  are  the  villages  of  Crinnis,  Char lest own,  Porthpean  and  Pentewan. 

The  ports  of  Par  and  Charlestown  are  kept  busy  shipping  the  products 
of  the  main  industry  of  the  area  viz:  china  clay,  while  Mevagissey  deals  with  the 
fishing  trade.

SERVICES 


The  services  provided  by  the  Cornwall  County  Council  often  referred 
to  as  the  personal  services,  in  contradistinction  to  the  services  provided  by  the 
St. Austell  .district  Council  and  referred  to  as  the  environmental  services,  widened 
in  scope  during  the  year.  All  those  sect ions  already  operating  e.g.  home  nursing, 
domiciliary  midwifery,  health  visiting,  vaccination  and  Immunisation,  maternity  and 
child  welfare,  ante  and  post  natal  care  and  home  help  continued  to  act  steadily  and 
effectively  and  in  many  instances  to  expand.  In  addition  new  activities  developed, 
family  case  work  which  had  been  progressing  slowly  began  to  grow  in  size  and  importance 
and  closer  coordination  betv/een  the  health  and  welfare  department  and  the  Childrens 
Department  ensued.  Health  Education  which  is  carried  out  very  largely  by  the  Health 
Visitors  increased  in  activity  especially  in  the  schools  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
encouraging  manifestations  of  interest  both  by  pupils  and  teachers  will  ensure 
progress  in  this  field.  This  should  be  a  fruitful  field. 

Many  voluntary  agencies  individually  and  jointly  provide  wonderful 
services  for  the  aged.  Chiropody,  meals  on  wheels  and  home  visiting  are  examples  of 
the  practical  approach  to  the  alleviation  of  the  problems  and  difficulties  of  the  aged. 

The  Family  Planning  Association  also  has  the  use  of  the  Moorland  Aoad 
premises  for  sessions.  The  work  of  this  body  continues  to  grow  and  extra  time  has 
been  allocated. 
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The  Clinic  premises  in  Moorland  Hoad  are  used  almost  every  evening 
for  activities  which  are  associated  with  the  Health  services  e.  g.  meetings  of  the 
Mothers'  Club,  .diabetic  Association,  The  'Hast  Cornwall  Mentally  Handicapped  Childrens 
Association,  Hed  Cross  etc. ,  It  is  felt  that  encouragement  should  be  given  to  all  the 
groups  which  seek  to  broaden  the  horizons  of  living  of  the  people  of  the  Urban  District. 

A  list  of  clinics  follows  when  it  will  be  seen  that  a  wide  variety  of 
advice  and  treatment  takes  place.

The  water  supply  in  the  district  is  soft  and  the  high  silica  content 
provides  a  natural  check  on  plumbo -solvency.  Plastic  or  copper  tubing  are  the 
standard  materials  used  for  drinking  supplies,  lead  pipes  being  prohibited,  Most 
houses  in  the  district  have  a  piped  water  supply,  but  certain  outlying  areas  are 
still  without  this  modern  necessity.

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This  is  a  drop  of  9  as  compared  with  December,  1  964.  There  were 
no  deaths  due  to  tuberculosis  during  1965.  The  trend  for  several  years  has  been 
downward  and  continues. 


Regular  visiting  of  cases  is  carried  out  and  examination  of 
contacts  of  new  cases  and  existing  cases  occurs  at  regular  intervals.  Prophylactic 
measures  have  been  taken  by  offering  B. C.G-.  vaccination  to  school  children  over 
a  period  of  years.  This  vaccination  provides  protection  against  the  disease  during 
a  period  of  life  when  the  subject  is  vulnerable,  when  first  started  in  Cornwall 
the  selected  age  group  was  the  school  leaving  group  but  as  time  passed  the  selection 
has  gradually  moved  to  the  eleven  year  old  children.  In  1965  following  preliminary 
testing  of  611  children  in  the  selected  age  group,  500  received  B. C.G-.  vaccination 
against  Tuberculosis.  x/Iany  of  the  children  not  receiving  B.  C.G.  had  already  obtained 
protection  by  previous  B. C.G.  vaccination  as  contacts. 
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.REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  covering  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1 963. 

in  view  of  the  fact  that  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  a 
suitable  additiona.1  Public  Health  Inspector  in  the  Department  until  i/Jay,  it  is  all 
the  more  gratifying  to  report  that  the  total  number  of  visits  paid  to  the  various 
types  of  premises  in  the  district  was5*113  only  a  slight  decrease  on  the  previous 
year. 

Heat  inspection  and  housing  again  occupied  a  large  proportion  of  the 
Inspectors  tine  while  new  legislation  coming  into  force  during  the  year  included 
the  Riding  Establishments  Act,  1  964  and  the  Scrap  ivietal  .Dealers  Act,  1 964. 


'I’he  principal  items  of  the  report  are  set  out  in  classified  order 

as  follows:- 
1 .  HEAT  INSPECTION 


jvieat  inspection  has  again  presented  the  Department  with  it's  problems. 
The  Heat  Inspection  (amendment )  Regulations,  which  were  due  to  come  into  operation 
on  the  1st  October, 1 963,  were  postponed  and  it  is  hoped  that  when  these  are  actually 
brought  into  force,  the  controversial  subject  of  the  'control  hours  of  slaughter' 
will  be  settled. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  during  the  year 
i. e.  29,917  was  only  27  less  than  the  previous  year  wh en  the  figure  was  a  record  one. 
To  carry  out  these  inspections,  1,037  visits  were  paid  to  the  4  slaughterhouses  in 
the  district.

6.  ICE  CREAM 


There  are  5  ice  cream  manufacturing  premises  and  113  premises 
retailing  ice  cream  in  the  district.  Premises  are  inspected  and  samples  of  ice  cream 
collected  and  submitted  to  the  Pathology  Department,  R. C.I.  Truro  for  the  Hethylene- 
Blue  Reduction  Test  in  accordance  with  the  ministry  of  Health  Testing  and  iPivisory 
Scheme.

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POOD  HYGIENE  ( GENERiiL)  REGULATIONS,  19  60 


A  number  of  food  premises  in  the  district  received  detailed  inspections 
during  the  year  but  owing  to  the  shortage  of  staff  and  the  pressure  of  other  work  it 
was  not  possible  to  carry  out  as  many  inspections  as  one  would  have  liked. 

Lectures  and  film  slides  ware  given  to  hospital  kitchen  staff 
and  the  localTownswouen' s  Guild  and  it  was  emphasised  at  the  latter  session  that  the 
housewife  could  play  a  big  part  in  the  effort  to  raise  the  standard  of  food  hygiene 
in  some  shops. 


It  has  been  found  that  all  food  premises  now  have  facilities  for  the 
washing  of  hands,  but  in  some  cases  where  open  food  is  handled,  the  sink  has  not  been 
provided.  It  is  hoped  that  when  detailed  inspections,  now  being  carried  out,  have  been 
completed  all  premises  will  be  provided  with  the  necessary  facilities. 

Details  of  food  premises  subject  to  the  P’ood  Hygiene  (General) 
regulations,  1 960  are  grouped  in  the  categories  of  trade  carried  on  in  them  and  showing 
the  facilities  now  available  are  appended  in  Table  XI  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

8.  CiJ&VAN  AND  (RAPING  SITES 


23  Licences  in  respect  of  3 'holiday  'mid  29  residential  caravans 
were  granted -during  the  year.  These  were  in  addition  to  the  41  licences  granted 
-in  respect  of  1 64  residential  and  941  holiday  caravans,  during  the  previous  years 
•and  which  were  valid  throughout  1  9  65.  - 


9.  PREVENTION  OF  LA/AGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Council  employs  a  full  tine  rodent  Operator  who  is  active  throughout 
the  year  dealing  with  complaints  and  contracts.  charge  is  made  when  rodents  are  dealt 
with  on  business  premises  but  on  domestic  premises  a  free  service  of  extermination  is 
carried  out. 

During  the  year  274  properties  were  inspected  or  surveyed  and  23I  weP© 
found  to  be  infested  with  rats  or  mice.  All  of  these  infestations  were  cleared  up  by 
the  normal  treatment  methods. 

The  public  sewers  were  test  baited  during  April  and  September  and  only 
5  complete  or  partied,  takes  were  recorded  which  proved  once  again  that  the  rat 
population  of  the  sewers  was  very  limited. 

The  Council's  refuse  disposal  works  were  frequently  surveyed  and 
treatments  carried  out  as  required. 

1 0.  WATER  SUPPLIES 


Of  the  98  sanples  obtained  from  the  mains  supplies  4  were  unsatisfactory 
and  of  the  63  samples  collected  from  private  supplies  28  were  unsatisfactory.  In  all 
cases  where  the  results  from  private  supjDlies  were  unsatisfactory  the  consumers  were 
advised  in  writing  to  boil  the  water  before  using  it  for  drinking  purposes.

■4.  Slum  Clearance 


The  Council's  programme  of  dealing  with  unfit  houses  has  continued 
during  the  year  and  4  demolition  and  11  Closing  Orders  were  made  and  confirmed,  2 
undertakings  not  to  relet  and  1  undertaking  to  make  fit  were  accepted  by  the  Council. 

Hour  Clearance  Orders,  in  respect  of  13  houses,  which  were  submitted 
to  the  ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  1964  were  confirmed  during  19 63. 

37  houses  were  demolished  10  being  subject  to  demolition  Orders  and 
27  in  confirmed  Clearance  Orders. 

during  the  year  70  persons  comprising  26  families  living  in  unfit 
houses  were  rehoused  by  the  Council.  2&/u  of  the  dwellings  allocated  by  the  Council 
were  let  to  olum  Clearance  tenants. 

In  February  1965  the  ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  issued 
circular  1 1/65  which  requested  local  authorities  to  make  a  final  estimate  of  the 
total  number  of  houses  considered  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  by  the  standard 
which  they  now  apply  when  considering  whether  property  should  be  condemned.  The 
^.linistry  also  requested  that  special  surveys  should  not  be  carried  out  before  making 
returns  but  to  use  information  already  available.  On  this  basis  a  figure  of  1 71  was 
submitted  to  the  ministry  as  the  Council's  estimate. 


B.  He -Housing 

There  is  still  a  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  but  a  reviewr  of 
the  Council  House  waiting  list  was  carried  out  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  It  was 
noted  that  the  number  was  considerably  reduced  and  now  totalled  515  names. 
Classification  of  houses  required  was  as  follows: - 


1  Bedroom  Type, . .  1 46 

2  Bedroom  Type. . . 226 

3  Bedroom  Type. . . 122 

4  Bedroom  Type,  . .  21 


The  Council  owns  2,037  houses,  the  2,000th  Council  House  being 
officially  opened  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  on  the  12th  October, 1 965. 

The  Council  has  adopted  a  programme  of  building  100  houses  per  annum 
and  details  of  house  construction  in  the  area  during  the  year  1965  were  as  follows :- 

Dwellings  erected  by  the  Council  64  with  63  under  construction. at  31*12. 65. 

Dvellings  erected  by  private  enterprise  233  with  1  23  under  construction  at  31 . 1  2. 65. 

Schemes  for  the  erection  of  4  Old  Peoples  bungalows  at  Eastbourne, 
St.Dustell;  for  the  erection  of  Old  Peoples  Community  Centre  comprising  21  living 
units  and  warden's  accommodation  at  Poltair,  Bt.-^ustell  and  for  the  erection  of 
19  Flats,  10  dlaisonettes  and  Garage  for  20  car  spaces  at  lest  Hill,  St.-^ustell 
are  in  course  of  preparation. 
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C.  -Reconditioning 


It  has  always  been  the  Council’s  policy  to  save  as  many  houses  as 
possible  and  details  of  properties  which  were  made  fit  are  appended  in  Table  4 
at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

L.  Improvement  Grants 

t>3  applications  for  .Discretionary  and  47  for  Standard  G-rants  were 
received  and  36  and  47  respectively  were  approved. 

Improvements  in  respect  of 82  applications  were  completed  and  the  Council 
contributed  £17,43^  towards  the  cost  of  the  work  involved. 

The  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  a  bedroom  into  a  bathroom  and  for  the 
installation  of  a  hot  waiter  system  in  22  Council  Houses  at  Colenso  Place,  St. Austell 
was  in  progress  during  the  year. 

E.  Certificates  of  Disrepair 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  .disrepair  were  received  but  3 
Certificates  of  nisrepair,  issued  in  previous  years,  were  cancelled. 

12.  OFFICES  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  EREHILES  ACT,  1  963 

Owing  to  a  shortage  of  staff  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  it  was  not 
possible  to  carry  out  ’general  inspections’  of  premises  but  all  accident  reports  were 
investigated.  In  October  the  Council  appointed  the  3  Public  Health  Inspectors  as 
'Inspectors’  under  Section  51  of  the  Act  and  since  that  date  surveys  have  been 
carried  out  and  a  system  of  ’general  inspections’  is  now  in  progress. 

A  special  report  on  the  enforcement  of  lighting  standards  relating 
to  the  last  three  months  of  19^3  and  detailed  information  about  premises  inspected 
during  the  month  of  November  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Labour. 

The  total  number  of  premises  registered  up  to  the  end  of  19&5  together 
with  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  each  particular  class  are  set  out  in  Table  9* 

13*  THE  SCRAP  ABTRL  DEALERS  ACT,  1964 

This  +-ct  came  into  force  in  may,  I965.  There  were  9  applications 
for  registration  as  dealers  and  the  appropriate  Certificates  of  Registration  were  issued. 

14.  THE  RILING-  LoT^LIAl lENTS  mCT,1964 

This  -^ct  came  into  force  in  ^pril,1 963.  Two  applications  for 
licences  were  received  and  the  licences  were  granted.

STAFF 


For  the  first  4  months  of  the  year  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  consisted  of  2  Public  Health  Inspectrs  and  a  Clerk/ Typist* 

In  March,  Mr.  Mb  rams  was  appointed  as  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  commenced  his  duties  on  1st  Play,  1965.  The  appointment  of  a 
Pupil/Hssistant  was  again  postponed  pending  the  establishment  of  a  course  of 
theoretical  training  at  Camborne  Technical  College. 

16.  CONCLUSION
